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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 3, Applicant argues that Kumagai fails to 
teach a processing means for making a comparison of the temperature in the casing with the temperature of the exhaust gas. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. As stated in the previous office action, the 'filter accumulation amount detection 
function' described in col. 5 lines 18-34 of Kumagai, discloses that the temperature detecting means in the casing (which corresponds to the 
temperature immediately downstream of the casing, as both temperatures will be equal) and the temperature detecting means of the 
exhaust gas (which corresponds to the temperature upstream of the casing) are used to calculate the accumulation amount. As such, 
since these two temperatures are used to calculate the flow rate of the exhaust gas, they are inherently compared to determine the 
operation of the switching means. In other words, the flow rate is based on a comparison of the temperature in the casing and a 
temperature upstream of the casing, and in turn, the flow rate is used to determine the switching means operation. 
On page 4, Applicant argues that Kumagai fails to teach processing means for operating the switching means based on the comparison 
and preheating the filter with exhaust gas. The examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument for the reasons stated above. 
Furthermore it is noted that the examiner interpreted the phrase "preheating the filter with exhaust gas" as an independent limitation. As 
claimed, there is nothing that ties the "preheating the filter" to the operating of the switching means, as Applicant argues.
